Earller, a large formation of 
Nazi planes was reported beaten 
off in an attempt to cross the 
southeast coast, moving off under 
a counter-attack within IO min­ 
utes after it was sighted.

These w e re the stages hy which 
the 1,1 colonies, which had revolted 
from Britain, made themselves in­ 
dependent and secure In the west- 
tern hemisphere. They did it by 
seizing their opportunities and by 
collaborating with Britain against 
all 
the other 
European 
empires 
whenever they saw that the British 
Interest and the American were the 
same. 


T 
H E R E would he no deep dif­ 
ference of opinion about for­ 
eign policy today if for more than 
a hundred years American foreign 
policy had not been so Immensely 
successful The results have been 
so good that many among us have 
forgotten, end our 
schools 
have 
ce ile d to teach us. how l l small 
and feeble colonies along the At­ 
lantic coast of North America man­ 
aged to insulate themselves against 
the empires of the world and to 
grow great without being attacked, 
without being compelled even to 
become a mighty m ilitary power. 
In the unique security which we 
have enjoyed we had come to take 
our security for granted, like the 
air we breathe, as something which 
has 
been 
ours 
as 
a 
matter 
of 
course. In fact we owe It to the 
diplomacy of great men. And In so 
far as we have forgotten the states­ 
manship which won and consoli­ 
dated our security, we are in dan­ 
ger of losing our security. 
Without a clear grasp of the 
basic and unchanging principles of 
American security, we never shall 
he secure no 
matter how 
much 
money we appropriate, no matter 
how 
many 
ships, 
airplanes 
and 
guns we 
make, 
no 
matter 
how 
many men we conscript. 
W e shall he like a race of city- 
dwellers who eat 
food but have 
forgotten how to farm. who wear 
clothes hut 
have forgotten 
that 
clothes are not 
made in depart­ 
ment 
stores, 
who use daily hut 
cannot themselves build or repair 
the 
complicated 
machinery 
by 
which 
they 
are 
provided 
with 
water, light and heat. 
Our century of isolation 
from 
the wars of Europe, our unchal­ 
lenged Independence and our un­ 
exampled security against all ex 
ternal threats were the product of 
a great successful foreign policy.

Now what we say is that any picture which is 
great entertainment is per se a great picture. That 
is the fundamental principle of picture making— 
entertainment. It is absolutely all the cash customer* 
of the movies ask of a picture It is when the movie­ 
makers get aw-ay from the idea of entertainment 
that their pictures bog down If a picture does not 
fulfil! the movie mission of entertainment, we say 
It cannot he a great picture. 
The Judges of entertainment value of a picture 
are the cash customers in the box office plebiscite. 
Nor do we consider this a sordidly commercial test. 
Theirs is the majority vote and you have no more 
right to say that the m ajority is wrong on pictures 
than on any other proposition.
